SENATORIAL DISTRICTS 
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THE BETTING ON MAJORITIES. 

There was a great deal of money staked on the 
gubernatorial mejority yesterday and last night. 
Early in the day the bets were placed on from 40,000 
to 50,000, but by night they stood at the bighest 
figure. One gentleman offered $500 iu small lots 
thatStephens's majority would not reach 50,000. 
This was speedily taken, and there was an evident 
desire for more. Later at night another gen- 
tleman offered to put $2,000 against 
50,000. Someof this was taken, but the general 
opinion was that 50,000 was the fair betting point. 
THE CONSTITUTION office was thronged up stairs and 
down stairs by an anxious crowd, most of whom 
had wagered from $1 to $500 on the result, and some 
pretty close figuring was done. It was estimated 
that it would require an average majority of 370 to 
the 138 counties tomake up the 50,000. The first

THE INTEREST IN THE NORTH 
CAROLINA CAMPAIGN. 


The Federal Authorities to Take Part in the Canvass 
—The Democrats in Lilinois—The South Ameri- 
can Cable— Mrs. Scoville’s Poisened 
Bouquet—Into the Sea, Etc. 


HARTFORD, Conn, October 4—The democratic 
state conveution metin this eity to day, and effeet- 
ed @ permanent organization by the eleetion of 
James H Gallagher president. The committee on 
resolutions reperted a platform which was adopted. 
The resolutions, which are unusually prolix, as- 
sert the supremacy of the general government with- 
in the range of its powers, the ‘independence of the 
states in the wise exercise ofall powers not assigned 
to the general government,’’ and declare persistent 
opposition to all strained interpretations of the pow- 
ers in the federal constitution. They advocate strict 
economy in the expenditure of the public moneys: 
restriction of appropriations from the national 
reasury to objects clearly of a national character; 
a revision of the internal revenue law and of the 
tariff that shall reduce taxation so that the revenue 
shall not exceed the present needs of the govern- 
ment, and shall establish a tariff on only a consti- 
tutional basis, the production of the revenue to be 
sufficient to meet expenses, giving incidental pro- 
tection to industries that promote the general wel- 
fare, and no protection to mere monopolies. They 
favor legislation appropriate to secure the aboli- 
tion of ali unnecessary offices, the clear- 
ing from the civil service of all retainers 
of politicians, and the future appointment of such 
persons only as shall have proved themselves most 
fit by the tests of merit provided by law, and open 
to free competition of every citizen; legislation ap- 
propriate to afferd a more thorough protection 
against fraud in the use of the ballot. They also 
cordially approve the veto of the river and harbor 
bill. The result of an informal baliot for governor 
was as follows: Walter 208, Morris 109, E A Buck 52, 
scattering 9. Mr Walter having received a majority 
of the votes cast, was declared the nominee by ac- 
Clamation. George G. Sumner, of Hartford, was 
nominated for lieutenant governor, and after com- 
pleting the state t ic ket the c e convention adjourned. 


THE NORTH CAROLINA CAMPAIGN, 


Eight Democratic Pestmasters Removed te Make 
moom for Kepublicans.

WASHINGTON, October 2.—The political conte in 
North Carolina seems to be fast becoming almost és 
hot as that in Virginia, and as in the latter state 
the anti-bourbon element is receiving the earnest 
support of the administration, as far at least as 
patronage goes.

His charge was concise, clear and exhaustive 
on all the topics dwelt upon, and was deliv- 
ered to a grand jury rather above the average 
in point of intelligence and character. The 
proceedings during the day were unimpor- 
tant, only one sma!) case, an appeal from a 
justice's cburt, being tried. Nearly all that 
were called from the docket we re continue 
or rassed over on account of the absence and 
sickness of some of the counsel employed. 
It may interest those of the bar at a distance 
who generally attend on court to know that 
the call of the issu@ docket commenced with 
October term 1875, 

It is learned wici regret by the bar here 
that Judge Wooten will not an active Can 
didate for the judgship before the legisiature. 
which in these degenerate, office-seekinyg lays 
is presumably equivalent to being no candi- 
date, He did not seek the recent appoint- 
ment from Governor Colquitt, but accepted 
it when tendered as a matter of duty, and 
the same principle would undoubtedly con- 
trol his action were the general assem bly to 
honor itself by electing him. A man with 
such principles and with such a record as 
Judge Wooten for competency and in- 
tegrity should not’ be allowed to retire 
from the bench in $a circuit badly in 
need of a judge as the Albany circuit, if his 
innate modesty and delicacy of fecling were 
the only barriers to his retention. When the 
state got back under an old time constitution 
in 1877, it was fervently hoped Dy many that 
the general assembly and the executive, as 
well as the people at large, would return to 
old time principles and methods in the e lec- 
tion and appointment of all state officials. 
Under these methods,if we reme m ber rightly, 
it was nothing unusual for the legislature and 
the executive to pass over the ¢ laims and pre- 
tensions of a number of noisy and persistent 
and chronic office and place hunters, and ten- 
der office to men of well known and tried 
character and ability who were not candidates 
orapplicants. Whether a political millen- 
nium like this will ever return in Georgia 
may we ll be doubted. Those who 
thy disc reditable scrambling for ottice before 
the last legislature were not much ens ourag- 
ed to hope. It is believed that very sli; glit ef- 
fort on the partof Judge Wooten or his 
friends would secure his election beyond a 
peradventure. If he is disinclined to make 
it the le wish: itture should have sutticient appre 
ciation of his motives, and, we may add, of 
the needs of this judicial cireuit, to tender 
him tne office by a unanimous vote, .

Talbot is a representative county, and with- 
out an exception is at the head of the listin the 
state for high toned culture and progressive, 
solid prosperity. The farmers, to whom much 
of the advance is due, have long since realized 
the fact that the old fogy way won’t do, and 
have taken on new ideas, new methods and 
renewed efforts in all departments of their 
business. The diversified system of farming 
is showing its beneficent effects in practical 
results, in larger home comforts and more 
margin for extended farm outlay. ‘‘Hog and 
hominy,’ no longer at a discount, is the order 
of the day, and as a consequence plenty 
and contentment smile in the faces of the 
people.

The predictions by certain eminent astrono- 
mers of the fiery fate of the comet now vi 
ble, cannot fail to awaken in thoughtful 
minds some ideas regarding the birth and 
death of all stars and planets, all suns and 
worids, throughout that awful inlinite whose 
apparent stability is illusion, where all is 
changing in the eternal flax of forms, slowly 
according to our human conceptions. but 
rapidly enough in fact, for-as-much as a 
million years are but as a second on the dial 
of immensity. 

The fate of all comets is probably the same. 
Like luminous moths cireang round and 
round an attracting tlame ur4il theirscorched 
wings cease to bear them aral they fall head- 
we into consuming light, «) these swift and 
brilliant circles about the ~On must at last be 
devoured by bis fires. 

When a celestial body citcles continually 
about another, always following the 
curve, the centmpetal f , or force of : 
tion, must b@ c Inually counterbil

the centrifuga

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and by augmenting the swiftness of our own 
movements shurten the years. But it would 
require an infinite number of comets to pro- 
duce any marked effect upon that ocean of 
fire. or were this whole world flung into 
the sun like a coal, it would only furnish him 
fuel for 95 years. 

And he needs fuel. he sun isdying The 
spots upon his face are like the dark spaces 
obscured in a heapof burning coals, when 
their carbon ison the pointof exhaustion. 
He was once far warmer and brighter; his 
disk vaster. He now belongs to the class 
of variable yellow stars: he burns unsteadily 
with a maximum and a minimum-period, ex- 
tending over abouteleven years. We see 
other suns now. in the condition he will yet 
be. Some are blood red like fading embers, 
some deep blue, like dying alcohol flames. 
The sun will yet appear as in the prophecies 
of the Hebrews, ‘‘red as blood,” and that lurid 
light will herald the end of man. Perhaps, 
however, even after that epoch, the red 
corpse of the central star will emit heat 
enough to sustain life upon Mercury, or upon 
that extraordinary little world Vulcan, still 
nearer to him,if we areto believe certain 
astronomers. But befure the sun gives up 
his tlame ghost to God, strange things will be 
seen. His light will die down for long periods 
and suddenly flame up again, as a coal fire 
long unpoked, sends out a flicker at inter- 
vals. 

Let us feel small when we remember how 
poor a sphere is this sun we call glorious. He 
would make a dark spot against the face of 
Sirius; and, were the latter mighty star to 
take his place in the center of our system, 
every planet would be instantly withered by 
the terrible heat. would pass away like sits 
The sun himself would be easi]y consumed by 
Sirius, 

But how long will the sun Two ¢cal- 
culations have been made upon this subject 
The sun loses one-tenth of a degree of heat 
every 2,000 years. or 1 degree in 2U,000 years; 
or 100 degre es in 2,000,000 years. His present 
heat is calculated at'8,000,000 degrees. There- 
fore it will require 160,000,000,000 years to ex 
haust it. We have time to become as gods 
ere that!

Yesterday Mr. B. M. Hall, of. Lumpkin 
county, was in Atlanta.

association, to go into effect on the Ist of Sep- 
tember instant, did not last long. The agree- 
ment with the steamers from Norfolk was 
that they would raise their rates to 38 cents 
per hundred pounds on cotton, the rate from 
Atlanta to Norfolk by rail being 56 cents per 
hundred pounds. This made the rate on cot- 
ton from Atlanta to New York 94 cents per 
As soon as the test was ap- 
plied the steamers found thatthe new rates 
were so high that competition would spring 
up, and new opposition steamers would be 
put on the lines for the purpose of carrying 
the cotton at lower rates. The steanaship 
company therefore backed out of their agree- 
ment and reduced their charges from 38 cents 
to LY cents per hundred. 

This mages the rate on cotton from Atlan- 
ta to New York io cents a hundred, ayainst 
70 cents last year, or.an average inerease of 
23 cents a bale. The rate from Atlanta to 
North Carolina and Virginia ports remains 
at 56 cents per hundred pounds, as_ before, 
the rate from Atlanta to Charleston being 
also unchanged, remaining at 45 cents per 
hundred pounds.

THE CAVENDISH MURDER.

Deusiin, October 4.—The weapons used by 
the murderers of Lord Frederick Cavendish 
and Under-Secretary Burke, were found con- 
cealed in the rafters of the stable in the rear 
of the house belonging to a man who was re- 
cently sentenced to penal servitude for intim- 
idating Mrs. Kenny, the widow of the man 
murdered in Sevelle place, because he was 
suspected of having given information con- 
cerning the murders.

Over the city hall square there were gath- 

ered a dozen different groups, surrounding as 
riany oracles of political wisdom. The ma- 
lignant face of Jonn E. Bryant, the man who 
refused sympathy to the dying Hill, for 
which be was so sharply rebuked by his colored 
companions, was seen here and there, and 
wherever it was seen it cast a shadow upon 
the blackest faces from ‘‘Afric’s sandy 
shores’’ One old gentlenrin from the coun- 
try approached the lling booth and 
was accosted by an interested 
canvasser.as to the names on nis ballot. He 
soon let the young man from town know, 
however, that he was as capable of choosing 
his ballot as he was of depositing it, and then 
proceeded tu vote in his own way. The mem- 
bers of the liquor dealers’ association were 
especially prominent, and were ever on the 
alert tosecure avote or to gaina point. It 
was alleged that they had determined to sup- 
port certain candidates under certain pledges 
previously secured. Whether this was correct 
or not, it is certain that all the leading liquor 
men in town were on hand, and were inter- 
ested in the success of somebody. The lines 
were so Sharply drawn that it looked likea 
contest between the wet and dry tickcts, with 
the voters considerably in the fog. 

The senatorial contest assumed considera- 
ble spirit during the day. It was industri- 
ously circulated by the triends of Ferguson 
that he would comeinto the city with such 
a majority as would insure his election. In 
the aiternoon a circular was distributed ac- 
cusing Mr. Hoyt of numerous devious pro- 
ceedings, This was shortly afterward followed 
by a denial from Hoyt, and thus charge and 
counter-charge were kept up until the last 
ballot was deposited. Mr. Hoyt’s opponent 
in the senatorial convention, Mr. J. fom 
Spence, was among the interested observers of 
events, and softly stroked his magnificent 
beard while he watched the anxiety of the 
men inthe race. Mr. Hoyt, however, kept 
his temper pretty well throughout the day, 
and would occasionally put the crowd into 
good humor by the narration of a coon story 
or some Other thrilling anecdote of early life 
in Georgia. 

In the legislative race, the multiplicity of 
candidates made it ditlicult for an humble 
patriot, who had only one life to live, to de- 
cide which one he liked best. Frank Rice 
was always on band, and close around were 
Hiuisey, Adair, Hoge, Knapp, and others, all 
of whom were waiting tu see how the prom- 
ises of the last few days would be verified by 
the returns at the polls. 

Notwithstanding a few broils, which were 
promptly suppressed, the election was good- 
humored and conducted with good order and 
fairness. As darkness brought the voting to 
a close, the greater part of the people re- 
turned to their homes. Some few remained 
to watch the managers counting the votes 
Within, while an immense throng gathered 
in and around THE ConstiruTion office to 
hear the latest returns from the state.
